Hurricane Barbara 
hits land in 
Mexico, two dead 



OAXACA, Mexico (AFP) - 
Hum cane Barbara made land¬ 
fall in Mexico's southern Pa¬ 
cific coast Wednesday, leaving 
at least two dead, including a 
01 -year-old US surfer who 
drowned under the waves, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Hie storm, packing maxi¬ 
mum sustained winds of 12D 
kilometers (75 miles) per 
hour, hit land in the state of 
Chiapas, a rural region with 
archeological sites near the 
neighboring state of Oaxaca, 
the US National Hurricane 
Center said 

The US man "was dragged 
by the waves and died" after 
he ignored a ban on entering 
the beach m the town of Salma 
Cruz in Oaxaca, state civil 
protection dire ct Dr M anu el 
Maza told AFP 


The second victim was a 
27-year-old man who was 
swept away by an overflowing 
river in the Oaxaca town of 
Pmotep a N aci onal, M ay or 
Carlos Sarabia said. 

In the state of Guerrero, 
heavy rains flooded some 
streets of the resort city of 
Acapulco, with water levels 
reaching 52 centimeters (20 
inches) and sweeping away at 
least three cars, an AFP corre¬ 
spondent said 

In Oaxaca, authorities had 
urged residents to stay home, 
while the pails of Salma Cruz, 
Huatulco, Puerto Angel and 
Puerto Escondido were shut 
down Same 2DD families 
were taken to shelters, offi¬ 
cials said.

Biden warns of drugs

PQFT-GF-SPAIN (AFP) - US Vice President Joe Biden warned 
Tuesday that preferred cocas lie and heroin trafficking routes 
could shift back to the Caribbean, because smugglers were 
being squeezed m Central America. 

Biden stopped in Trinidad and Tobago for talks with senior of¬ 
ficials and regional leaders as part of a ax-day tour in the Ameri¬ 
cas, which started m Colombia and will also take him to Brazil. 

In a statement to the press, after talks with Prime Minister 
Kami a Persad-Bissessar and a total of 15 regional leaders and 
top officials, Biden said the United States was deeply in¬ 
vested" m file Caribbean and wanted to become more so 

He noted that due to successes m combating drugs traffick¬ 
ing m the 1930 s and 199 Osin the Caribbean, the preferred route 
for ding trafficking had switched to corridors in Central Amer¬ 
ica.

Indonesian 
mosques ordered 
to turn down the 
volume 

JAKARTA (AFP) - Indane- 
sian mosques have been or¬ 
dered to cut down an their 
use □£ loudspeakers, an Is¬ 
lamic group said Wednes¬ 
day, a move that may 
provide some relief to mil¬ 
lions who live near the 
places of worship 
There are some 800,000 
mosques in Indonesia, 
winch has the world’s 
biggest Muslim population, 
and many use speakers to 
blast out the call to prayer as 
well as fiery Koranic verses, 
often at high volumes in the 
early hours. 

But now the Indonesian 
Mosques Council has asked 
the places of worship to re¬ 
strict the use of loudspeak¬ 
ers following years of 
complaints by weary resi¬ 
dents. 

“We must not force some¬ 
thing that we believe is 
good on others who may see 
it as a disturbance," said 
Masdar Masudi, deputy 
head of the council that 
groups many of the coun¬ 
try’s mosques 
Even Muslims, such as 
those who are ill or have in¬ 
somnia, will definitely get 
ann oy ed at th e no 1 s e. “ 
Loudspeakers that face mtD 
surrounding neighbour¬ 
hoods should broadcast 
only the call to prayer, 
which is often relatively 
quiet and short, said Ma¬ 
sudi. 

If there are several mosques 
m the same area, only one 
should broadcast the call, he 
said. 

Masques become particu¬ 
larly noisy during die holy 
month of Ramadan, when 
Muslims forgo food, drink 
and sex between dawn and 
dusk and the loudspeakers 
blare out Koranic verses al¬ 
most constantly.

Barbara grew into a category 
one hurn ;ane - the lowest on 
the five-level Saffir-Simp son 
scale -- before making land¬ 
fall 35 kilometers (30 miles) 
west of tlie Chiapas town of 
Ton ala, the US hum cane cen¬ 
ter said. 

In its 2100 GMT bulletin, 
the center said a "prolonged 
threat of heavy rains" was ex¬ 
pected but a "rapid weaken¬ 
ing" of the storm would occur 
late Wednesday and that Bar¬ 
bara would "dissipate within 
the next day or so." 

Mexico's National Water 
Commission warned that 
Barbara's rands could affect 
the neighboring states of Chi - 
ap as, Tab as co, C amp e ch e, 
Yucatan, Quintana Rod, Ver¬ 
acruz and Guerrero. 

The storm was moving to¬ 


ward the northeast at 15 kph 
(nine mph), the US hurricane 
center said. Tropical force 
winds extend outward up to 
110 kilometers (70 miles) 
from the storm's center. 

Barbara was forecast to 
dump up to 25 centimeters 
(10 inches) of rain over parts 
of Oaxaca and Chiapas, with 
as much as 50 centimeters 
(20 mches) possibly falling m 
isolated areas of southeastern 
Oaxaca, the center said. 

"These rams could cause 
life-threatening flash hoods 
and mud slides, 11 it warned A 
storm surge would hkely raise 
water levels by up to 1 5 me¬ 
ters (five feet) on the coast.

U S regains top slot in 
competitiveness ranking 

GENEVA (AFP) - The United States has regained the top spot 
in a global economic competitiveness ranking thanks to a re¬ 
bound of its financial sector, abundant technological innova¬ 
tion and successful companies. 

In its annual ranking, released Thursday by the Swiss-based 
Institute far Management Development (IMD), the United 
States jumped back from the number two slot in which st 
found itself in 2012. 

Last year's frontrunner. Hang Kang, meanwhile fell to third 
place in the 2013 ranking, while Switzerland moved up to sec¬ 
ond from third 

"We base aur study on 333 criteria, two-thirds of them statis¬ 
tics and the remaining third opinion palls," Stephane Garelli, 
head of the IMD World Competitiveness Center, told AFP 
In the end, the golden rules of competitiveness are simple: 
manufacture, diversify, export., invest in infrastructure, edu¬ 
cate, support SMEs, enforce fiscal discipline, and above all 
maintain social cohesion,“ he explained. 

Running from table-topper the United States to last-placed 
Venezuela, the 60-economy ranking also helps Sag up broader 
economic trends. 

"Wlule the eurozone remains stalled, the robust comeback of 
the US to the top of the competitiveness rankings, and better 
news from Japan., have revived the austerity debate," said 
Garelli "Structural reforms are unavoidable, but growth re¬ 
mains a prerequisite for competitiveness. In addition, the 
harshness c f austerity measures too often antagonises the pop¬ 
ulation In the end, countries need to preserve social cohesion 
So deliver prosperity," he added

"Now, because of the signifi¬ 
cant initiatives we have with 
our Central American friends, 
the concern is legitimately 
shared hy many that it may 
move back into the 
Caribbean in a greater scale 
than exists now," Biden said. 

"Toward that end, we've 
invested more than $30 bil¬ 
lion under tins administration 
to reduce demands for drugs 
in my country, which is p ait 
of our responsibility and our 
obligation. 

"We know that as other 
nations in the hemisphere

UN rights body condemns 
Syrian use of foreign fighters 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Israel 
warned it "will know what tD 
do" if Russia delivers; prom¬ 
ised anti-aircraft mis sales to its 
war-tom ally Syria, amid 
growing fears of a wider con¬ 
flict brewing as the fighting 
spills into Lebanon. 

The developments stoked 
tensions after the European 
Umon decided to lift an em¬ 
bargo on supplying weapons to 
Syria's rebels, in a move the 
opp Dsition reacted to with cau¬ 
tion 

Syria's regime ] omed its ally 
Russia m condemning the EU 
decision as an “obstruction 14 to 
peace efforts, while accusing 
the bloc of supporting and en¬ 
couraging "terrorists". 

The United States said it 
supported the EU move as a 
show of "full support." for the 
rebels, despite its own refusal 
to provide arms it fears will 
end up in jihadist hands. 

Hie lifting of the embargo 
"sends a message to the Assad 
regime that support for the op¬ 
position is only going to in¬ 
crease", said US State 
D ep artment spoke sman 

Patrick Ventrell 

Moscow said its planned tD 
deliver to Damascus the S-30 0 
missiles -- designed to inter¬ 
cept aircraft or other missiles 
like Patriots NATO has already 
deployed on Turkey's border 
with Syria -- which w r ere part 
of existing contracts 

Israel has strongly objected 
to the delivery, audits defence 
mini ster warne d o f a re sp ons e 
Hie Jewish state has report¬ 
edly carried out at least three 
strikes against Syria since the 


uprising against President 
Bashar al-Assad erupted in 
M arch 2011, apparently target¬ 
ing weapons 

Dn the ground, the conflict 
has already spilled over into 
Lebanon, and in the latest inci¬ 
dent three soldiers were killed 
in an attack near the northern 
border town of Arsal, where 
most people back the uprising 
m Syria 

And in the eastern Lebanese 
town of' Hermel, security 
sources said six rockets appar¬ 
ently fired from Syria hit the 
Hezbollah stronghold, wound¬ 
ing seven people. 

Hezbollah is allied with 
Syria's regime and fighting 
alongside the army agamst the 
rebels, including in the central 
town of Qusayr, where it has 
lost dozens of men. 

The tensions overshadowed 
an ongoing meeting in Istanbul 
of Syria's opposition National 
Coalition, winch responded 
cautiously tD the EU's decision 
to lift, its arms embargo on die 
rebels. 

A week into the marathon 
talks aimed at presenting a 
united front on a proposed 
peace conference aimed at 
ending the civil war, Syria's 
opposition remains more di¬ 
vided than ever, pulied apart 
by regional power grabs and 
unpopular with rebels on the 
ground. 

The EU agreed Monday to 
lift the arms embargo, but no 
member state intends to send 
any weapons immediately for 
fear of endangering prospects 
for the planned peace confer¬ 
ence. 


Two US 
embassy 
personnel 
shot in 
Venezuela 

CARACAS (AFP) - Two em¬ 
ployees of the US embassy in 
Venezuela were shot and 
wounded early Tuesday in the 
capital Caracas, in a murky in¬ 
cident that I Deal media and a 
police source said to ok place at 
a strip club. 

US diplomatic sources later 
confirmed to AFP that the two 
men w T ere shot. 

Hie Venezuelan media iden¬ 
tified the two men as Roberto 
Ezequiel Rosas and Paul Mar- 
win, and said they were mili¬ 
tary attaches at the embassy, 
but neither the State Depart¬ 
ment nor the embassy in Cara¬ 
cas would confirm those 
reports 

Venezuelan television chan¬ 
nel Giobo vision rep oiled Dnits 
website that the incident took 
place at the Antonella bar lo¬ 
cated m a shopping center in 
the Chacao district of Caracas, 
after an altercation with other 
bar patrons. 

Bar staff told AFP on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity that t.lie 
venue is indeed a strip dub that 
only admits men over the age 
of 3D, but refused to say any¬ 
thing about die alleged incident 
involving die US embassy per¬ 
sonnel 

A district policeman, who 
also spoke to AFP on condition 
of anonymity, said a shooting 
incident had been reported just 
outside the Antonella bar, in¬ 
volving three Americans. 

Venezuela has the highest 
murder rate in South America 
with 54 homicides per ID0,000 
inhabitants. In the first quarter 
of 2 013 alone, there were 3,400 
murders, according to govern¬ 
ment statistics 

The United States and 
Venezuela, winch have had no

in Qusayr 

GENEVA (AFP) - The UN's 
top lights body on Wednesday 
voted to condemn die Syrian 
regime's use of foreign fighters 
in the b esieged town of Qusayr 
and ordered an urgent probe 
mto the killings in the town. 

Thirty-six of the UN Human 
Rights Council's 47 member 
states voted in favour of the 
resolution that implicitly refers 
to the involvement of fighters 
from Lebanon's militant group 
Hezbollah in the fierce battle 
for the strategic town, where 
hundreds of civilians have re¬ 
portedly been killed 

Eight countries abstained, 
two refrained from voting and 
only Venezuela cast its vote 
against tire resolution 

Hie text which was put for¬ 
ward by die United States, 
Turkey and Qatar and winch is 
non-binding, "condemns the 
intervention of foreign com¬ 
batants fighting on behalf of 
the Syrian regime in Al 
Qusayr." 

It goes on to express "deep 
concern" that the involvement 
of the fighters could "further 


exacerbate the deteriorating 
human rights and humanitarian 
situation" 

Hie resolution also stressed 
"die need ta ensure accounta¬ 
bility for those responsible for 
die massacre in Al Qusayr." 

Lebanese Shiite militant 
group Hezbollah sent almost 
1,700 fighters to Qusayr more 
than a week ago tD support the 
regime's assault, on the rebel 
stronghold. 

Control of Qusayr is essen¬ 
tial far die rebels as it is their 
principal transit point for 
weapons and fighters from 
Lebanon 

Hie resolution means the 
UN commission of inquiry on 
Syria tasked since 2011 with 
probing rights abuses across 
the country will be ordered to 
investigate the killings in the 
town. 

Hie investigators, who include 
legendary former war crimes 
prosecutor Carla del Ponte, will 
however probably not be able to 
vmt the site, as it has so far been 
b aired by the regime from enter¬ 
ing die country.

Death toll from SARS-like 
virus hits 27: WHO 


GENEVA (AFP) - The glob Ed 
death toll from a SARS-like 
vims has risen to 77 , the World 
Health Organization said 
Wednesday after three patients 
died in hard-hit Saudi Arabia 
and another m France. 

The new vims was last 
week renamed the Middle East 
Respiratory Syndrome Coron- 
avirus, or MERS, reflecting 
the fact that the bulk of cases 
are in that region 

There have been 33 con¬ 
firmed infections in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, with 27 fatalities, 
according to WHO figures 
Tiie UN health agency logs 
cases and deaths according to 
the country where the individ¬ 
ual is thought to have caught 
the disease, with its Saudi tall 
including one individual who 
subsequently died in Britain 


Previously known as nCoV- 
EMC novel CDronavims, the 
disease is a cousin o£ Severe 
Acute Respiratory Syndrome 
(SARS), which sparked a 
world health scare in 2DO3 
when it lept from animals to 
humans m Asia and went on to 
kill some £00 people 

Like SARS, the new vims 
appears to cause an infection 
deep in the lungs, with patients 
suffering from a temperature, 
cough and breathing difficulty 
But it differs from SARS in 
that it a!so causes rapid kidney 
failure. 

Health officials have ex¬ 
pressed concern about the high 
rate of fatalities compared to 
the number of cases, warning 
that the disease could spark a 
new global crisis if it acquires 
an ability to spread more easily. 


KINSHASA (AFP) - Six sus¬ 
pected cases of Ebola have 
been reported m the northeast¬ 
ern Democratic Republic of 
Congo,, just six months after 
an outbreak of the deadly vims 
ended in the area, the United 
Nations said Wednesday 

Sylvestre Ntumba, an offi¬ 
cial working far the UN's Of¬ 
fice for the Coordination of 
Humanitarian Affairs, said the 
cases had been recorded be¬ 
tween May 1 and May 13 in 
the Eas-Uele district, in the 
northeastern Oriental e 

Province. 

"Six suspected cases of 
Ebola haemorrhagic fever 
have been reported," he told 
reporters at a press conference 
in Kinshasa 

"With die support of the 
World HeEiltli Organisation 
(WHO), a team from the 
provincial health division is on 
the ground to investigate and 
to take samples," he said, 


adding they are currently 
awaiting results. 

To date, no treatment or 
vaccine is available for Ebola, 
winch kills between 25 and 90 
percent of those who fail sick, 
depending on the strain of the 
vims, according to the WHO. 

The disease is transmitted 
by direct contact with blood, 
faeces or sweat, or by sexual 
contact or unprotected han¬ 


dling of contaminated corpses. 

Ebola, one of the world's 
most virulent diseases, was 
first discovered in the DRC in 
1976 and the country has had 
eight outbreaks 

Tire most recent epidemic, 
m the same region, infected 62 
people and left. 34 dead be¬ 
tween May and November last 
year, according to the coun¬ 
try's heal tli ministry

WHO urges global ban on 

all tobacco marketing 


GENEVA (AFP) - Govern¬ 
ments worldwide must ban ail 
forms of tobacco marketing, 
not just billboards and TV ads, 
as comp am es find n ew way s to 
tap the market, the World 
Health Organization said 
Wednesday. 

Douglas Betteher, head of 
die WH O' s no n- commum cabl e 
disease division, said tougher 
measures were needed to rein 
m tobacco use, which claims 
six million lives a year. 

"Tills is an industry that sells 
a product that kills up to half 
their consumers," but compa¬ 
nies are still able to draw m a 
new generation of smokers de¬ 
spite measures in a 2005 to¬ 
bacco-control treaty, he said 

"Most tobacco users start 
their deadly drug dependence 
before the age of 20," he told 
reporters, ahead of Friday's 
World No Tobacco Day 

Bans on overt advertising 
are crucial, he said, but compa¬ 
nies are masters at finding less- 
obvious means to attract 
potential smokers and ensure 
customers remain loyal 

Hep ointe d to tacti cs in elud¬ 
ing selling branded products 
such as clothing, product- 
placement in reality TV shows, 
using social media to fuel a 


s ens e o f c onsumer commum ty, 
and event sponsorship. 

Betteher noted that as of 3011, 
19 nations had introduced total 
bans - and seen a seven-percent 
reduction in tobacco use - while 
one-third of countries had mini¬ 
mal or no restrictions.Fresh data 
are due in July. 

With mcreasmgly-tough 
measures in developed nations, 
tobacco firms have moved to 
dnve up demand in markets such 
as Africa 

Betteher warned of a "per¬ 
fect storm" on that continent, 
with health services even less 
able to cope with the impact of 
smoking than their developed- 
nation equivalents. 

Betteher also lauded Aus¬ 
tralia for its landmark plain 
packaging rules, in force since 
December, winch require to¬ 
bacco products to be sold in 
drab-green boxes bearing the 
same typeface and graphic im¬ 
ages of diseased smokers 

New Zealand and Ireland

Chinese 
hackers 
spying on 
US weapons 
programs 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Chi¬ 
nese hackers have gained ac¬ 
cess to secret designs far a 
slew of sophisticated US 
weapons programs, officials 
said Tuesday, possibly jeopard¬ 
izing the American military's 
technological edge 

The breaches were part of a 
broad Chinese campaign of es¬ 
pionage against top US de¬ 
fense contractors and 
government agencies, officials 
said, confirming a Washington 
Post account of a Pentagon re¬ 
port 

The Defense Science Board, 
a senior advisory group with 
government and civilian ex¬ 
perts, concluded that digital 
hackers had gained access to 
designs for two dozen major 
weapons systems critical to 
missile defenses, combat air¬ 
craft and naval ships, accord¬ 
ing to a Pentagon document 
cited by the Post. 

The cyber spying gave 
China access tD advanced tech¬ 
nology and could weaken the 
US military's advantage in the 
event of a conflict the hoard 
said. 

The Pentagon advisory re¬ 
port stopped short of accusing 
Beijing a f stealing the designs, 
but the conclusions help ex¬ 
plain recent American warn¬ 
ings tD the Chinese 
government 

The revelations of cyber es¬ 
pionage coincided with a re¬ 
port that Chinese hackers had 
stolen top-secret blueprints of 
Australia's new intelligence 
agency headquarter^ including 
the layout for communications 
systems and server locations 

Pentagonspokessnan George 
Little played down the report 
and said the department had 
taken steps to help contractors 
counter digital spying 


It's alive! Moss frozen 
for 400 yrs grows again

OTTAWA (AFP) - Plants en¬ 
tombed under ice m Canada's 
far north for centuries have 
come back to life after expo¬ 
sure to air and sunlight, Cana¬ 
dian researchers have found. 

University of Alberta re¬ 
searcher Catherine La Farge 
collected what sire believed to 
be dead mosses (or 
bryophytes) from the foot o f a 
retreating glacier in Sverdrup 
Pass an Ellesmere island 
Carbon dating determined 
the plants were 400-b00 years 
old and had been entombed 
during the Little Ice Age that 
occurred between 15SO and 
1S50 

La Farge was then able to 
revive the mosses in a lab, 
overturning a long-held as¬ 
sumption that plant remains 
ezcposect by retreating polar 
glaciers are all dead. 

Previously, new plant 
growth in these areas was con¬ 
sidered the result of rapid col¬ 
onization by modern plants 
surrounding a glacier. 

But La Farge showed the 
plants' resilience in research 
published tins week in the lat¬ 
est issue of the journal of the 
Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 

We know that bryophytes 
can remain dormant for many 
years (for example, in deserts) 
and then are reactivated, but 
nobody expected them to reju¬ 
venate after nearly 400 years 
beneath a glacier," La Farge 
said in a statement. 

in her lab, she ground up the 
plant materials and placed 
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them m patting soils. Within 
weeks, green filaments began 
to sprout. Of the 24 samples 
seven showed growth, suc¬ 
cessfully regenerating from 
the original parent material 

Mosses are hardy, having 
been around for 400 million 
years. They evolved from sea 
algae, paving the way for 
other land plants. 

Unlike most other plants, 
mosses reproduce by cloning 
their cells. La Farge said 
“Any bryophyte cell can re¬ 
program itself to initiate the 
development of an entire new 
plant. Tins is equivalent to 
stem cells in faunal systems.“

Swiss strike bank

US fines Total $398 mn over 
bribes in Iran 


GENEVA (AFP) - Switzer¬ 
land has accepted a United 
States demand to settle a dis¬ 
pute aver the alleged complic¬ 
ity of Swiss banks m tax 
evasion by Americans, Finance 
Minister Eveline Widmer- 
Schiumpf said Wednesday. 

The deal, which will require 
approval by parliament., frees 
up Swiss hanks to circumvent 
some elements of secrecy laws 
and turn over key information 
tD US authorities 

She declined to give details 
of the sum that the banks will 
have to pay US revenue au¬ 
thorities in order to win legal 
closure, though Swiss media 
have reported that the overall 
figure could hit 10 billion 
Swiss francs ($IDJ billion, S.0 
billion euros).

Nuns on bus drive for L S immigration 
reform

JERSEY CITY (AFP) - A 
group of campaigning 
Catholic nuns set off from 
New Jersey m a bus Wednes¬ 
day for a cross-country jour¬ 
ney to raise support for 
proposed reforms of the US 
immigration system.

"We are going on the road 


for immigration reform," Sis¬ 
ter Simone Campbell told 
AFR "Our immigration sys¬ 
tem is broken and we have a 
chance to make a difference . 
An important piece of legisla¬ 
tion has p assed out of commit¬ 
tee in the Senate and we want 
to make sure it goes all the 
way till law." 

The approximately 25- 
strong group, winch did a sim¬ 
ilar road trip last year to 
campaign against government 
budget cuts targeting the poor, 
is scheduled to cross 15 states, 
going south to Florida then 
west through Texas, New 
Mexico, Arizona and Califor¬ 
nia -- all states where immi¬ 
gration is a major concern 

Hie nuns were planning 53 
meetingsm 40 cities along the 
way of a 10,40D kilometer 
(5,500 mile) journey in their 
bus, which was emblazoned 
with the words ''Nuns on the 


bus" and the slogan raise your 
hands, raise your voice J 

"We are a people of immi¬ 
grants and that's the stoiy we 
want to tell," Campbell told a 
small crowd coming tD see 
them a ff " We are a bigger and 
a better nation because of our 
immigrant heritage and the fu¬ 
ture is the same as the past." 

The rolling campaign, 
which ends June IS in San 
Francisco, mixes old-fash¬ 
ioned travel with high-tech so¬ 
cial media, calling on 
Americans to send text mes¬ 
sages of support, while Sister 
Simone, 6S, Tweets from the 
bus 

"We are a bigger and a bet¬ 
ter nation because of our im¬ 
migrant heritage and the future 
is the same as the past We've 
done it before, we can do it 
again, butld up this nation with 
immigrants 1 energy, creativity 
and commitment," she told the 
crowd at the farewell. 

Hie nuns, already veterans 
of social justice frgilts, said

Bayern, who beat domestic 
rivals Eorussia Dortmund 2-1 
m Saturday's Champions 
League filial at London's Wem¬ 
bley Stadium, have seen their 
brand value increase by 51 mil- 
Iidii euros compaared to last sea¬ 
son, while United's value lias 
dropped by 20 million euros. 

"The challenge now for all 
Bundeshga dubs and the 
league its elf is to see if they can 
export their domestic brand 
strength into global opportuni¬ 
ties," said Brand Finance's 
CEO David Haigh 

Interest in Bayern hum over¬ 
seas fans lias shot up tins sea¬ 
son, with one million Munich 
replica shirts expected to be 
sold m 2013, compared to 
600,000 in the 2012 calendar 
year 

By comparison, Dortmund 
have sold around 350,000 
replica skirts tins season. 

The report's figures were cal¬

INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Centre Ray Hibbert scored 23 
points as the Indiana Pacers 
went on a 13-3 run to dose the 
game and beat the Miami Heat 
99-92 m game four of their 
NBA semi-final round senes 
on Tuesday. 

The Pacers were blown out 
of game three by the Heat, but 
rebounded mightily at home on 
Tuesday against the defending 
NBA champion Heat to level 
the senes at 2-2 

‘We know they are the 
champs and we are going to be 
fighting an uphill battle but we 
are never going to give up," Hi¬ 
bbert said "They counted us 
out but those guys in the locker 
room were ready to play and 
we went out there and played 
our hearts out." 

After scoring a franchise 
record 70 paints m the first half 
of game three, Miami struggled 
on offense in game four and 
had just 72 points midway 
through the final quarter 

LeBroil James scored a 
team-high 24 points for the 
Heat before fouling out in the 
fourth quarter of the Eastern 
Conference contest with the 
winner of the best-of-seven se¬ 
nes advancing to the NBA fi¬ 
nals 


With James Dn the bench, 
the Pacers' offense sealed the 
win in front of a crowd of 
IS,IdS at the Bankers Life 
Fieldhouse arena 

Hibbert also had 12 re¬ 
bounds and scored two times 
off the offensive boards down 
die stretch in die close contest. 

Lance Stephenson had 20 
points, Hill added 19 and 
David West finished with 14 
with 12 rebounds for the Pacers 
who shot 5Q percent from the 
field against the Heat. Indiana 
also had 5Q points m the pamt 
compared to just 32 for Miami. 

The Pacers won despite all- 
star guard Paul George having 
his second straight off night. 
George shot just four-of-ID and 
finished with 12 points Tues¬ 
day after shooting tliree-of-10 
in game three. 

Tire series now shifts to 
Miami for game five tonight. 

James fouled out for just sec¬ 
ond time m die post-season m 
his all-star career after finish¬ 
ing with 24 points, six re¬ 
bounds and five assists on 
Tuesday. 

Mario Chalmers had 20 
points and Dwyane Wade Id 
for the Heat, who had won 1G 
straight road games, including 
a one-sided game three win at 


the same Bankers Life Field- 
house. 

"We were all over the place 
and erratic," said Miami's Chris 
Bosh, who hobbled off to die 
lacker room with a sprained 
light ankle halfway through the 
third quarter "We just have to 
protect home court now." 

Bosh returned in the fourth 
but managed just seven points 


in the contest. 

Miami had just a half dozen 
turnovers but shot a modest 39 
percent from the floor.
